CELERY FOR WINTER ^|SE. 


The Xow flliithml ^nccehhfully Tested. 


Still hiR In Haul Ci.lhir mill Illl'ltn. 


Tho labor involved in blanching celery 


has I'eeu the great diawback to its more 
general culture 
It hns now been found 


Uiat just as good celery can be grown by 
setting the plants six or seven inches 
apart each way on very rich soil and do- 
ing notli'ng more to them, except to 
keep the ground tree from weed- till 
thoy are large enough to completely eaad 
it. 
Being -o close together, they will 


growblraightup ami blanch perfectly. 
This method has been tlioioughly tested 
on both a large and bmall scale and has 
proved a grand BucU'ts. Celery grown 
in this v ay should bo sheltered from the 
',vmd in home manner, as it is so brittle 
that a heavy wind will destroy it. 


Celeiy for winter tT-o may be stored ill 


a loot cellar or in a pit in tho garden. 
Although growing celery will stand sev- 
eral hard frosts without injury, it is al- 
ways be.-,t to cure for it before theie is 
any dangei ol freezing. 
Never handle 


it while wet or frosty. Should the tops 
become frown shear them off before 
storing. If put into a cellar, tho roots 
should be moistened occasionally with- 
out wetting the leave?. 


Quality considered, writes a corre- 


spondent of Tho Rural New Yorker and 
authority for the foregoing, u pit in the 
garden is the best place for keeping cel- 
ery. 
Dig a trench tho width of u spado 


and as deep as the celery is tall, nnd as 
long as may be needed. Into this set the 
plants upright und close together. Make 
a cover by nailing two wide boards to- 
gether _\ fashion. It is best to have this 
loof in sections about '2 feet long for ease 
in getting at the celery. Better sfill is a 
ion! made of wide old doois, which will 
make a place huge enough fur one 'o 
crawl into to look after the celery. If 
taken care of, these covers will last for 
years,.

The extraction of dyes from 
coal tar and tho refuse oi1 refined petro- 
leum has for a dozen years been one o" 
tho -wondera of the chemist's art, but 
they aro not the only things that lire ob- 
tained from coal, and science is con- 
stantly widening tho list. Tho slag of 
furnaces" is now turned into asbestos, 
cement, pottery and firebrick, and when 
pulverized becomes a base for paints.

A modern Astronomical liistvuinctU That 


May 'Juach ObhOi vers Sumethiiic Kolat- 
iug to the Composition of th« lienvenly 
Itudieh. 


Tho corps of astronomers ut the ob- 


eervatory on Mount Hamilton uro now 
completing 
tlio results of Professor 


Schaeberle's observation of the great 
eclipse of the suu observed in Peru, 
speculating on that wonderful heavenly 
vibitant, the comet; stvidying tho "bright 
lino" &tars, and other matters incidental 
to tho work of this, tho greatest observa- 
tory of the world. 


It has never been definitely known of 


what comets were composed, but Pro- 
fessor Campbell lias been observing the 
recent additions to the firmament at all 
favorable opportunities with tlie big tel- 
escope and its sprctrum attachment. 
Tho result of hi.s observation has been 
that the spectrum lines show that the 
comet is composed of incandescent car- 
boi/and nitrogen, boingitself luminous. 
This has been the theory heretofore, but 
it had never before been actually deter- 
mined. The Fpuvtrnm revealed the hith- 
erto sxiBpucttnl truth. While the astron- 
omers are satisfied with tho observations 
of this comet, yot much ia still in doubt, 
and will not be nolvud until some big 
comet tippeara, such as has presented 
itself iii past years before the present 
means of observation were known. 
If 


such a comet should, heave in sight all 
other work would bo suspended, and all 
eyes turned upon it, vaulting undoubt- 
edly in astonishing; and almost unhoped 
ior results. 


Professor Campbell at present is de- 


voting most of his timrt and attention to 
the study of iho "bright line" stars, 
tr.iining tho great Iciu upon thorn night 
after night. 
Qis work is greatly aided 


by tho spuctroacope. 
Of thu. e stars 


there arc on'iy o2 in this hemisphere 
capable of being observed, the remain- 
der, about 10 in uum"iv?r, being in the 
southern hemisphere, fuul not visible at 
the Lick. When the sr/eetrura is placed 
on the telescope, and fho lens trained 
upon one oi theso star.*;, tho light from 
tho star is broken up r-nil analyzed by 
tho spectrum, and the colors obtained 
arranged in a broad band according to 
their intensity, Intersecting this band 
are bright line?, whence these stars re- 
ceive their name. The lines, according 
to their position among the colors, de- 
note a preponderating abundance of uomo 
element, one position indicating hydro- 
gen, another tin, another iron, and sc 
through tho list of elements. In some 
of those stars the number of bright linos 
is much gruatfr than in others, and this 
shows that the Hlurs are in different 
biases of development. 


From 
thoso observations Professor 


Campbell hopt s to perfect a definite The- 
ory in regard to sidereal evolution, 
which will show whether tho star is 
new one or on" partly burned out or on« 
entirely dead. All observations hitherto

How t» Make u Ratpraof Chi*) In th« Bam 


•\Vltb Little Trouble. 


Every farmer who grows beets for 


atock Khoulfl prepare a place to store 
tlieineithesrin or near to the barn. It 
is not much trouble or expense, a,s there- 
is but little danger ot their freezing if a 
large bulk is stored together. An Ohio 
Fanner ccrrespondent writes that a cel- 
lar can bo marlu iu the barn by taking 
the floor out of the hay bay and build- 
ing double walls \vitU IU inch studding 
bourdfd on both sides and the space- 
filled with nawdiibt and straw, ur hay 
can be hept on tho floor above until tbe 
cold weather is over. 


Such a cellar-—or bin, whichever you 


may call it—if made for permanency, as 
it should lie, ought to be mtproof, and 
this is easily done at little expense. Thr- 
sides can be covered inside with tin 01 
cheap sheet iron. He lined two Bides of 
hid barn cellar, which is 12 by 14 feet, 
with some old tin roofing, which cob* 
nothing except 25 cents to have it run 
through the rollers at a tinshop to take 
tho kiiikfi out of it. Thia correspondent 
saya: 


"The floor can be cemented at a small 


cost, for tho common, cheap grades of 
cement will answer here, where there i^ 
no danger of fro&t aud no stock to tramp 
it. Lets thun two barrels will floor a 
cellar large enough to store 
ela if the ceiling ia seven feet high. To 
mako a, ratproof floor there should be 
three inches of concrete made of finely 
broken s>toiie or screened gravel and 
cement mixed at tho rate of one of ce- 
ment to about &ix parts of tho stono and 
tn-avel and pounded down solid. 
It 


should be only slightly wet—water 
thrown over the coarse material and ul 
owed to drain off and the cement then 
•nixed through it. Tho last coat should 
o mixed with sharp, rather coarse, 
aud, one of cement to tv.-o of sand, anc 
iread balf ;in inch thick. Another tein- 
orary plant for keeping beets for win- 
er feeding, which is much better than 
it ting them, is to "build a. bin or cheaj, 
oom of rough lumber convenient to tin, 


store the beets, and at tho ap- 


roach of cold weather build a stack o: 
orn fodder or straw ovor it to protect 


"Double walls should be made filler 
ith leaves or sawdust, and there wil 
o no trouble to keep them from froez 
ng. Whether the beets arc stored iu a 
ellaror outside building, there sh'ould bi 
windows and doors, BO that perfect ven 
ilation can be had for a few weeks after 
hey aro stored. We formerly cut our 
iceta to feud them, but now we feec 
hem whole io all stock, and much pre 
er it to cutting, as we find that all our 
took eat them without waste, and whili 
a, cow will bometlines choke on a threi 
ornered piece of beet she will never d< 
oon apitse which she bites out of tin 
tcot." 


Mulching Potatoes. 


The object of an experiment reporter 


upon from the Michigan experimen 
station was to show the yield of pota 
x)es grown under a mulch, as comparei 
vith mulching in the hill, and also wit! 
;ho ordinary method of cultivation 
There was no difference in time of ap 
icaranco betv.-een the unmulched pota 
,oos and those covered with a mulch 
while the potatoes planted with straw 
.n the hiil did not make their appear-1 
auco until two days later. 
: 


The quality of tho potatoes grown un- 


der tho mulch was excellent. They 
were almost entirely free from scab 
The unmtilelied potatoes were badly af- 
fected with ticab, and although the 
yield was tho heaviest tho quality was 
inferior. On the division where the 
straw was placed in the hill the quality 
was poor and nearly every potato waq 


affectod with scab. 


Jn comparing the results obtained we 


must take into account the different 
amounts oi work put upon different di- 
vir-ioua. If the fctraw is taken from an 
exposed stack and is free from seed, there

The conclusions drawn from this ex- 


periment, taking into consideration the 
cost of production and the quality of the 
yield, is that a person would be repaid in, 
covering his potatoes with straw, espe- 
cially it' the season is dry. 


It is believed, however, that mulch- 


ing will probably never bo practicable 
to a large extent, and, when straw ia 
scarce, not at all. The arguments in its 
favor are: (1) In a dry season the mulch.' 
by retaining moisture would undoubted- 
ly increase tho yield of the crop, and (2) 
by choking out the small weeds and b% 
keeping tho ground moist it does away 
with cultivation. Its objectionable fea- 
tures are: (1) The increased amount Oi 
labor required to apply the mulch, and 
(2} the increased amount oflabor required 
to harvest the crop. The caution is giv- 
en to be suro that tho straw has been 
thoroughly exposed to the weather in or- 
der that all the grain or seeds that it 
contains may be sprouted before apply- 
ing it to the land, or the foul matter will 
grow and ruin, the crop.
